FARMERS TO FIGHT 
ORIENTAL PEACH MOTH 
With peach blossoming time ap­ 
proaching, 
farm ers 
are 
making 
preparations to fight the attacks of 
the oriental peach moth which cauk­ 
ed a heavy loss last year for the first 
time in Pennsylvania. 
The control 
of this insect is especially important 
to the commercial grower of peaches. 
The 
moth also 
attacks apples and 
plums and has caused considerable 
damage to quinces. 
The moth causes two kinds of in­ 
jury, twig and fruit. 
Twig injury 
begins with the earliest shoots and 
continues until the 
wood 
hardens. 
Then the worms work in the develop­ 
ing fruit and continue until the late 
fin its are ripe. 
This destructive pest has a varied 
existence, spending

changing to the pupal stage in the 
early spring and appearing as the 
moth about blossoming time.

Many dairymen of the county face 
a shortage of pasture each season 
md this year is no exception.
